On the questiori of a specific plan for the constitu- 
tion of the future Government and territorial 
provisions, the report includes majority and 
minority proposals, but the Committee adopt- 
ed unanimously 11 recommendations of a gen- 
eral nature and a 12th was adopted with two 


dissenting votes—Guatemala and Uruguay. 


The scheme advocated by ihe 


majority of the Committee 
members —- Canada, Czecho- 
slovakia, Guatemala, the 


Netherlands, Peru, Sweden and 
Uruguay—contemplates “parti- 
tion with an economic union.” 

According to this plan, Pales. 
fine woud comprine an ‘Arab 
state, a Jewish state, and “the 
City of Jerusalem.” The Arab 
and Jewish atates would be- 
come independent after oa 
transition perlod of two years, 
commencing on September 1, 
‘1947, 

Prior to theip independence 
heing recognised, . they would 
bave to. adopt a constitution, 
make a declaration to the Unit- 
ed Natlons concerning certain 
gunrantees, and sign a treaty 
eatnblishing a system of econo- 
mi¢ collaboration and creating 
an economic union of — Pales- 
tine, 

Three members of the Com. 
mittee — Indin, = Persian and 
Yuyow'avia---proposed a scheme 
for setting up an independent 
federal state, with Jerusalem as 
the eapital. 

The Australian 
atained from voting 
schemes, . 

Scheme Of Partition 

Under the partition scheme, 
the Jewinh state would, include 
Eastern Galitee, the Eadraclon 
Plain, most of the coastal plain, 
and the whole of the Beersheba 
sub-district, including — the 
‘Negeb. . 

The Arab state would com- 
prise Western Galitee, the hill 
country of Samaria and Judea 
—excluding the city’ of Jerusan- 
Jem—and the southern coastal 
plain, to the Egyptian frontier. 

Thevhree sectors of the Arab 
state and the three of the Jew- 
‘ish atate woull be linked to- 
gether at two points of inter- 
section—one situated southeast 
of Afula, in the sub-district of 
Nazareth, and the other one 
northeast of El Majdal, in the 
sub-district of Gaza, 

The partition scheme contem- 
plates that Britain should. carry 
on the administration of | the 
country during the transition 
period under the auspices of 
the United Nations and, If so 
desired, with the assistance of 
‘one or more members of the 
Untied Nations. 

During this periud, Britain 
would admit into the proposed 
Jowish state 160,000 Jewish 
immigrants nat a — uniform 
monthly rate. Should the 
transition period last over two 
years, the yeariy rate of immi- 
gration would be 60,000: 

The Jewish Agency would be 
responsible for organising the 
immigration. 


Land Transfers 

The present restrictions gov- 
erning the transfer of land 
within the future Jewish atate 
would be discontinued during 
the transition period. 

The population of the terri- 
torles comprising the proposed 
Arab and Jewish states would 
each elect a Constituent Assem- 
b'y, the electors being men and 
women over 20 years of age, 

The duty of the Constituent 
Assembly would be to draw up 
a constitution providing for a 
legislative body, clected by uni- 
versal suffrage by secret ballot 
with proportional representa- 
tion, and an executive body, 
responsible to the legislature. 

The constitution would pro- 
‘vide. for the protection of holy 
places, religious buildings and 
minorlly rights.
